This overture the Aſſembly tranſmitted to the ſe- 
veral prefbyteries, that they might return their opinion to the 
next Aſſembly, whether it ſhould be a ſtanding act; and they 
enjoined the preſbyterics to obſerve it in the mean time, At 
the next Aﬀembly in May 1732, ſeveral remonſtrances were 
made againſt the aforeſaid overture. But the Aſſembly refuſed 
to hear theſe repreſentations, and turned the overture into a 
ſtanding act; refuſing to reſtrict the vote of heritors to ſuch as 
had a refidence within the pariſh, or to ſuch as were of the 
communion of the church of Scotland ; refuſing alſo to take 
any notice, in their records, firſt of a diſſent from this act, and 
then of a prote/t againſt it, by ſeveral miniſters and elders, mem. 
bers of the aſſembly. Thef: proceedings occaſioned a ſuccelſ- 
on of thoſe miniſters, who, among other complaints, alledged, 
that the prevailing party in the eſtabliſhed church were break- 
ing down their beautiful preſbyterian conſtitution ; that they 
were perſuing ſuch meaſures, as did actually corrupt, or hat 
the moſt direct tendency to corrupt the doctrine contained in 
their excellent confeſſion of faith; that ſinful and unwarrant- 
able terms of miniſterial communion were impoſed, &c.
